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more than a million men 
l/l/ 
have gone to work during the 
revival of trade during the 


last, few months there are still 2,000,000 
wage-earners idle, America's army of the 
unemployed equaling the combined fight- 
ing forces of Russia and Japan in their late 
war. 


They should be earning, at average 


rates, about $1,100,000,000 a year—con- 
siderably more than the national debt. On 
the •wrong side of the ledger they represent 
a drain of almost that much on the nation's 
prosperity. 
They should be purchasers. 


But they are, perforce, borrowers. Some of 
them are beggars. 


' Capital looks askance at this showing. 


It is "bad business." It is doubly bad be- 
cause it is unnecessary. There is work for 
every one, homes for all. The only thing 
necessary is to transport the labor where it 
is most needed. 


To do this—to put labor on the market 


like stocks and bonds—the National Em- 
ployment Exchange has been incorporated 
under the laws of New York, with head- 
quarters in New York city and with $100,- 
000 subscribed to defray the preliminary ex- 
penses. 


The exchange is going to begin at the 


bottom. It is first going to provide work 
and homes for New York's army of ap- 
proximately 00,000 unskilled workers who 
are now subsisting from hand to mouth. 
After it has done this it will enlarge its 
activities. 


The leading men of Wall street are 


backing the exchange. 
Through them it 


will be in touch with the foremost'financiers 
and manufacturers of the entire country. 
Once fairly started in New York it is to 
have branches in all the larger industrial 
centers of the nation. From this it can be 
seen that its possibilities are unlimited. 


When employed every man is an asset 


to a nation; unemployed, he is a liability. 
And to convert 2,000,000 men from liabil- 
ities to assets means an increased purchas- 
ing capacity sufficient 
to have bought every 


dollar's worlli of American products ex- 
ported last year. 


IIIS .EXCHANGE is not a charity. 


It is not to be run as a charitable 
J_ 
iristuution. It is to be conducted as 
a business, on business principles." 


The statement was made recently by Otto 


Tremont Banuard. president of the New York 
Trust Company, who was the guiding spirit in 
the organization of the exchange 
and who, 


after its incorporation, was made its president'. 


He is a thorough typr> of the successful 


financier—sharp, shrewd and practical, concise 
in speech, decisive in manner, with a cool head 


and a clear eye. There is nothing of the vision- 
ary about him, and regarding the plans and pur- 
poses of his project he is disposed to he ex- 
tremely conservative. Of it he said at the time 
of its incorporation: 


"This is the first practical step of a move- 


ment to establish labor bureaus which will in- 
spire confidence alike in employers and em- 
ployes, and while it is to be a self-supporting 
business, in order to insure its permanence, our 
motives are purely philanthropic. There is much 
suffering in the country at the present time, and 
we hope to relieve some of it through this organ- 
ization." 


Naturally, the men most affected by the late 


financial flurry were the unskilled laborers, and 
these will be aided first. An office has been 
opened at 17 State street, in charge of Charles 
Carpenter, and others will be established as 
they are needed. 


"We are going to ship these men where 


they can have work and good homes," said Air. 
Bannard. "But we are not going to operate 
as.a charity. If .a man gets'a dollar's worth of 
good out of the exchange, make him pay his 
dollar for it, and that's the only way to-keep 
IID the organization. 
• . ... 
. 
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"The •• whole trouble with similar enter-- 


prises _ has been that they were conducted as 
charities. 
Business men wouldn't apply £for 


labor. They were afraid of getting the maimed, 
the halt and the blind. In fact, they usually did 
get a pretty worthless lot. 


"We want to avoid this error. We want to 


conduct this exchange' as a' business. Then we 
will have the confidence of- business men. We 
want them to know that if they send us orders 
they will get what they want—nothing more, 
nothing less. 


ATTRACTS MUCH ATTENTION 


"We are starting with the unskilled labor- 


ers because they are most in need of aid. When 
we have attended to them we will take up the 
various trades. In time we expect to take care 
of nil of them. But we are going to take care 
of the unskilled men before -we' do anything 
more." 


Because it promises to fill a long-felt want 


the National Xabor Exchange has attracted at- 
tention all over the counlry. The 2^000,000 citi- 
zens who are out of wo'rk, according to the esti- 
mate of the "American Federation, of Labor, 
represent the entire population of. Wisconsin. 
They equal the entire wage-earning population 
of the' states-of 'New York and: New Jersey. 


Mere figures give no adequate idea of how 


materially the country would benefit were these 
2,000,000 unemployed put to work. The $1,100,- 
000,000 they would earn in a year would buy the 
equivalent to every dollar's worth of manu- 
factures and products exported from this coun- 
try during the year 190S. The same sum would 
buy outright the state of Virginia and every- 
thing in it, according to the last census val- 
uation. 


Just imagine how the mercantile and man- 


ufacturing .concerns would boom if the pur- 
chasing power of the people were increased 
$1,100,000,000 a year. Then you will gain some 
.idea of how tremendous is the problem of tbe 
unemployed; then you will realize why the 


' astute Wall street financiers are so anxious to 


solve it. For it means as much to them as it 
does to the poor, unskilled laborer who is wear- 
ing out shoe leather he can't replace in a vain, 
effort to find the necessaries of life for a hungry 
family. 
' 


Tot thfe'problem is not so serious.as.it was 


• somewhat more than a year ago. Then more 


than 3>000,000 wage-earners -were idle, according 
to the reports of the'representatives of the In- 
duslriaVWorkers of the World.;In-.the ?last year 
more than a million'-men-have-gone: to-work. 


But they were mainly the skilled laborers—the 
artisans and tradesmen. These classes aro rap- 
idly being re-employed. 
Everything tencs to 


show a return to normal conditions in the near 
future. The unskilled men, huddled together in 
tenements in tin; big cities, are the ones who 
will be last to fii d work. And they are the ones 
who will first be aided by the National -Labor 
Exchange. 


There is plei ty of work for them to do, but 


they are never where they are needed. There are 
millions of acres of laud to be tilled, but they 
carrt_ get to it There are new communities 
forming, which .-ire crying for men, skillfcl or 


t unskilled, but the helpless urbanites profi: as 
'little fro'm them .as if a reservation on the noon 
were opened to settlement. 


To put these men where they belong, where 


they will contribute to the prosperity of the 
country instead of retarding it—that is the task 
to which the new labor exchange has set iiself. 
And that .it will not lack co-operatioii scent as- 
sured.

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How They Train Animals 


to Aid and to Guard the 


European Policemen 


Willie bloodhounds have been 
used 


from time immemorial to trace murder- 
ers .ind other criminals, regular pollco 
dogs have been used only very recently. 
The first idea of training dogs" for police 
service 
was 
suggested by, Dr. Hans 


Gross, in 1S?G, in an article entitled "An 
assistant to consn.blt.-s," published in the 
Year Hook of t"iy Austrian Constabulary, 
in 
which he f-ayn: "Tho dog should, 


abo\ c all things, be a faithful, ever- 
watchful, 
and attentive companion to 


the congraole 
on his arduous 
official 


rounds, a companion gifted with senses 
far more acute than 'hoso of his mas- 
ter." 


The first dop.s usod in Europe for po- 


lice iurposL.^ were on^ised for night ser- 
vice in November, 130C, at HUdeshulm. 
Prussia. 
It was not. however, until 


April. IV.)9. that a police commissioner 
of Ghent 
be«ran to supply his msht 


watchmen with doss. 
In Germany po- 


lice dogs become popular through the ef- 
forts of the chief police officials in the 
Rhenish-Westp'.ialian Industrial districts; 
but no man did more for their introduc- 
tion in the police service, and for arous- 
ing Interest in Lhf subject among city 
officials, than did Director Robert Gers- 
bach, of Berlin, who a few years ago 
delivered a lecture on police dogs before 
the ministry of the Interior department 
in the presence of the Crown Prince. 
Today there aro in German y 
almost 


500 police departments that keep dogs 
for assistants. An association In the in- 
terests of such an I nuils lias been formed, 
which has more than 1500 persons as 
members. 
Thus th^ police-dog- question 


increases in interest by reason of the 
excellent 
results 
obtained 
In various 


countries of Europe with different breeds. 
French Dogs 


advantageously employing such faithful 
assistants 
to 
their police department. 


Great difficulties were at 
first exper- 


ienced 
in 
seine-tin^ 
the 
animal best 


adapted to such service, and It was only 
after considerable time had been spent 
in expeumenting1 that a final choice was 
made of the breed known as the Bel- 
gian Hbopherd dog-. 
This species was 


founl to be the most intelligent, show- 
ing at the same Hme marked Qualities 
of endurance which are considered of 
great importance when the animal is to 
be used for police purposes. 
The dog Is 


stroiig- arid able, to withstand the changes 
of Tvealher. He is an excellent watchdog, 
active, and possessed ot dauntless cour- 
age, which makes him a faithful pro- 
tector of his master. 
The following- id a 


description of this animal: Head, long; 
skull, not too broad; forehead, mroe flat 
than 
lounded; muzzle, pointed; nose, 


black; eyes, brown, with a very Intelli- 
gent expression, ears, triangular, 
stifE, 
straight, and well-set; coat, yellow brown 
color, with soil* cu^ly hair; tall, strong 
at base, average length. 
Trained Young 


The training begins -when the nni'mal 


has attained the age of 10 to 12 months, 
before 
it has contracted bad habits. 


The character of the animal is first care- 
fully studied. This is done to ascertain 
•whether or not ths dog- -will obey orders 
when given with kindness. Violence In 
training is never resorted to. Each action 
or rrovement is distinct, anci the same 
words are invariably used when giving 
the same command. For example: "At- 
tack" is the order "o fall upon anyone 
who attempts to assault a policeman in 
uniform. 
"Heel" is the ordur to follow 


close behind. 
"Down" Is the order to 


cease attacking. 
"Search" is the order 


to look for. 


.These orders are given -with firmness, 


without raising tho voice too high, and 
whenever the order is carried out to the 
satisfaction of the 
Drainer, he rewards 


the animal*wltli a small piece of boiled 
liver or some other morsel. 
A second 


order is never given until the first has 
been understood and properly carried- out 
by the dog. The exercises are rehearsed 
daily and are generally terminated by 
repeating one of the orders for which the 
animal shows a preference. 
"When the 


dog shows any ill -will he is scolded; on 
the other hand, If he shows god will 
he is encouraged and rewarded. How- 
ever, the dogs aro never petted to any 
extent. 
The whip is used as little as 


possible, and only when it becomes an 
absolute necessity. 
The 
animals 
are 


never struck more than once. It may be 
said that the whin Is used only on such 
dogs as are caught doing wrong. 
First Lessons 


In France dogs are now used by the 


police forces at the following1 suburban 
municipalities of Paris: Six at Asnieres, 
4 at Boulogne, 8 at 
Charenton, 6 at 


Gentiily, 2 at Ivry, 2 at Joinville, 2 at 
L.ilas, 4 at Invalids, 6 at Montreal!, 6 at 
NeuUly, 2 at St. Denis (North), 5 at St. 
Denis (South), 2 at St. Ouen, and 3 for 
tho district of Memlon, in all 61. Tlie 
common council of Paris Is now discuss- 
ing the advisability of spending about 
52500 per annum for the further develop- 
ment of the police-dog system and for 
experiments in con Action with It. 


The training o-f «ush dogs is very dif- 


ficult. To begin with, it requires- a well- 
talented do-,?, and a calm and intelligent 
official who must go through the same 
exercises with the dog1 day after day. 
The recruits most frequently chosen for 
these 
tral'iing1 schools are the 
keen- 


scented terrier and the active shepherd 
dog, but no breed is especially preferred 
over the other, less depending upon the 
breed of dog than upon the natural qual- 
ifications of the Individual animal. 
The 


fancy of the trainer also plays a prom- 
inent part in selecting the animal. Only 
such Tnen as will treat their dogs ••with 
affection and know how to enter sympa- 
thetically, into the life of the animal can 
expect to be successful. At present Ger- 
many has the largest number as well as 
the best trained police dog-. Other coun- 
tries are 
continually sending men to 


Germany to buy up these trained ani- 
mals, but most of tho governments are 
preventing 
their officials from 
selling 


dogs without the consent of their police 
commissioner, even if those dogs are the 
private rrcperly of the policemen. 
The 


object Is to prtvu-nt good dogs from go- 
in^ oiu o* the country.

In this country do 


not hear quite so much about it as they 
do in America, but It is a well known 
fact that Scotland Yard 
have 
traced 


several mysterious murders of the last 
decade to the "Black Hand" society. 


This organization is directly associated 


with the Infamous "Mafia," which has 
been in existence 
nearly 
400 
years. 


Founded in Sicily as a league of pa- 
triots to avenge the injustice -of foreign 
rulers, the "Mafia" rapidly degenerated. 
For many years past it has literally de- 
vastated the country south of Naples. 


5000 BLACKMAILERS 


The "Black Hand" 
is 
merely 
the 


"Mafia" duplicated in New York. 
But 


In 
America, where there are fifty men 


of wealth for every one 
in 
Southern 


Italy, the cupidity of this confederation 
of rascality has a much wider and more 
alluring field of operations. As a mat- 
ter of fact, theie are estimated to be 
5000 Italian blackmailers in New 
York. 


Blackmail has always been the favorite 
practice of the "Mafia," but the "Black 
Hand" has carried It to a pitch without 
parallel in history. 


It is said that their takings avreage 


nearly £40,000 a year, as usually their 
victims are too terrorized to resist their 
claims for money, which are made under 
threat of murder. And it Is no use the 
victim who is marked down for black- 
mail fleeing the country to escape the 
"Black Hand." The society has emis- 
saries all over the world, 
who 
track 


their victims down with unerring pre- 
cision. 


SIGNING AND SWEARING 


Sometimes, however, they inoet more 


than their match, as, for instance, in 
the case of Signor Patti and his son-in- 
law, who controlled the great 
Italian 


bank of Pascinale, Patti & Son?, in New 
York. They received a series of threat- 


ening letters signed by the "Black Hand," 
which culminated in October last in a 
raid on their premises. But the 
two 


bankers aie excellent marksmen, and the 
ringleader- /of the gang was ehdt dead, 
hi3 companions taking to their heels.

The postulant swears an Im-

So bad did 
the operations of the "Black Hand" be- 
come in 1908 that American citizens of 
several places formed what is called the 
"White Hand" to aid the police in run- 
ning down suspects. 


The 
"White 
Hand" 
consists 
very 


largely of the better class 
of 
Italian 


merchants and clerks, and their work 
is done just as secretly as that of the 
men they are after. Their object is to 
fraternize with their compatriots who 
belong to the "Black Hand,1,1 learn their 
secrets, and secure thoir apprehension. 
In Chicago alone the Italian societies of 
that city have already organized a force 
of 500 for this purpose, and their ef- 
forts have so far been crowned 
with 


success. 


"HIGHBINDERS" 


The Neapolitan "Camorra" is another 


blackmailing secret society, whoee wealth 
Is reported to be enormous. It Is well 
known to the Italian police that it num- 
bers amongst Its members many per- 
sons of fashionable society, whose In- 
comes are greatly augmented by money 
obtained, under threat of death, 
from 


wealthf victims. Like the "Black Hand," 
the Neapolitan "Camorra" is of ancient 
origin, and dates back to the days of 
the Borgias. 


The "Highbinders" is the curious name 


of a Chinese secret society which 
ex- 


tended Us operations to America in gen- 
eral, aAd San Francisco In particular, 
some time ago. They work on similar 
lines to members of the "Mafia" 
and 


"Black Hand," and obtain many thou- 
sands of pounds from frightened vic- 
tims. 


IN INDIA AND RUSSIA 


Every . effort Is being made at 
the 


present time to suppress certain secret 
societies which have been 
formed 
In 


India for the 
purpose 
of 
"bleeding" 


wealthy natives. Young Indian students 
in this country have complained of he- 
ing threatened -with harm unless they 
contribute 
to 
or 
become members of 


one of these secret societies. 


It is a popular fallacy that the mem- 


bers of Russian 
secret 
societies 
arc 


working chiefly for the cmnacipatlon of 
the peasant. This may be so in some 
cases, but revelations 
have 
come 
to 


light of late years wh Ich prove that 
many of the secret societies of Kussia 
•are simply formed on the lines of the 
"Black Hand," and levy blackmail on a 
gigantic scale, not in order to right the 
wrongs of the country, but simply 
to 


feather the nests of unscrupulous scound- 
rels. 


In fact, one Russian secret 
society 


actually obtained thousands of pounds 
from threatened victims, and afterwards 
submitted balance sheets showing 
who 


had paid monej- and who had not, and 
who had Buffered Injury and murder. 
No one knows the ways of these secret 
societies better than the chiefs ot po- 
lice, and that Is why such .Htern meas- 
ures are taken to suppress them

store. 


After placing several hundred dollars 


worth of sik umbrellas and silk waist 
shorts and handkerchiefs in tho base- 
ment below they set to work on the safe. 
Apparently they failed to see the black 
celt, which sat purring on a chair in 
one corner, or else thought she waa not 
worthy of consideration. 


Cat Puts Fuse Out 


The burglars broke off the combina- 


tion of the safe, poured a quantity of 
nitro-glycerinc inside 
by means of a 


soap cup, plugged up the crevacea with 
wax, then set the fuss and lighted It 
They waited in the basement, presum- 
ably, for the explosion. 


In the meantime the cat Is supposed 


to hava become aroused by the sput- 
tering fuse otod to have beaten it out 
with her feet.

That sounded fine. The Chamber of Commerce gave 


out officially that its trip had been given up and advised 
its members to jump aboard the Promotion Committee 
special train. That train is one of the finest that ever 
went out of Oakland mole. It is up to date in every 
way, and all arrangements have been made for comfort 
and an ideal journey. 


But do you suppose those Chamber of Commerce 


men rushed to get aboard? Not a bit like it. They backed 
up. They made excuses. From President McNab down 
to Secretary Burks they are carefully staying away— 
with a scattered few exceptions. The trip is to be an 
essentially Promotion Committee affair.

These remarks are called out by the fact that on the 


Union Labor party ticket, put out by P. H. McCarthy 
and his crowd, are no less than eleven saloon men—elev- 
en, count 'em, eleven! 


Now, the saloon man'is all right in his place, and the 


well-conducted saloon is really "the poor man's club.' 
But eleven saloon men running for public office all at 
once on a labor ticket is just a little—well, what? Let's 
say amusing, or astonishing. 


And if the labor unionists had had the sense to name 


for Mayor some man like Larry Walsh they would just 
now be cutting far more of a figure than they are with 
P. H. McCarthy splitting their ranks wide open. There 
seems to be some hoodoos on the labor movement in pol- 
itics.

"Do you believe in a wide-open town?" 
Think of a man who never took sides in anything 


being forced to take sides on these ,and a hundred other 
questions! Really, Jimmy doesn't'know what Wicked 
Partner Hind has saved him from. 


"What's in a name?" Well, sometimes there is a 


great deal, and just now our Congregation Emanu-El is 
convinced that a name counts for a great deal.

A story is being told in court circles, of how Superior 


Judge Dunne missed being the guest of honor at a ban- 
quet. A jury panel drawn for Judge Dunne's court, and 
which in its earlier career proved most satisfactory to the 
reactionaries that are so conspicuous in connection with 
certain proceedings had in both this department and that 
presided over by Judge Lawlor, jury after jury returning 
verdicts of "guilty," to the delight of special prosecutions, 
had agitated a proposition"to give Judge Dunne a ban-- 
quet at the close of their term of service as jurors. 


Then came the .case of Luther Brown, indicted for 


having "kidnaped" little Fremont Older. I understand 
that one of the juiors called to try this cause had been in 
Los Angeles at the time Older was suffering from the 
pains and pangs of kidnap and saw that reformer of the 
evils in others being salooned. dined, clubbed and other- 
wise entertained to his great stimulation. So keen was 
the enjoyment of Older that it is related that the Los 
Angelenos had difficulty in getting rid of him. 


Now this juror was unable-to harmonize the kidnap- 


ing accusation with what he saw in the southern city, and 
he discussed the facts with other members of the panel. 
The trial jury promptly acquitted Brown, as they had 
been instructed to do if they should find that he had not 
been restrained of his liberty. While the jurors realized 
the difficulties of withstanding the attractions of the ex- 
hilarating hospitality of the people of the City of Angels 
they were unwilling to find Brown guilty of a felony sim- 
plj because lie could not shake Older so long as the en- 
tertainment continued. ?Ience the verdict. 


So indignant were the coterie of municipal reaction- 


aries at the acquittal of Brown that Judge Dunne dis- 
missed the whole panel before its term had expired and 
had a new panel returned. The members of the pre- 
viously popular panel were not even given an address of 
thanks from the bench for faithful performance of their 
duties as jurors, nor even formally called into court for 
dismissal. They were simply dropped for another panel. 


Under the circumstances it is not surprising that dis- 


credited panel failed to carry into effect its purpose of 
tendering Judge Dunne a political grub-stake in the form 
of a political banquet. "We would see him in h 
first," 


suggested one of the disgruntled jurymen. 


The present political canvass might be termed a'res- 


urrcction campaign by reason of the number of pollies 
vho were supposed to have been permanently retired, but 
vho have recently attempted to cast aside their winding- 
beets and undertaken to participate in the game once 
nore, with an appearance of vitality. 


Martin Kelly, the veteran of many a campaign ,of 


iractical jrolitics, and the one-time Republican boss of 
San Francisco, is trying to'break in again. He holds daily 
onferences with some of the old boys in a water front 
aloon, and the rump faction of the county committee, 
eaded by F. H. Dam, has been receiving political instruc- 
ion and advice from Martin, who communicates his 
chemes through Dan Ryan and Dick Welch. 


It-was but a short time ago that Martin Kelly was 


iterested in a mineral water which was bottled in close 
roximity to a Spring Valley hydrant in the Mission sec- 


ion. 
Martin delivered the health-restoring fluid himself, 


driving his own horse and wagon and going from custo- 
mer to customer. But recently Kelly appears to'have had 
sufficient leisure to furnish crumbs of his political wis 
clom to the Rudolph reform faction of the Republican or 
ganization. 


Martin even contributed his eloquence and logic to 


the effort to induce Rolph to become the candidate of the 
Republican bolters for Mayor, but the veteran of many 
a hard-fought primary battle—or riot—did not succeec 
in inducing the Mission business man to become a cog 
in the new machine that a few mercenaries are endeav- 
oring .to build to: advance their own personal intersts. 


Chris Buckley is another of the San Francisco polit- 


ical ancients who have risen and attempted to walk 
in this campaign. 
Buckley's old-time followers have 


allied themselves with the bolting Democratic combina- 
tion who call themselves the San Francisco Democratic 
Club and who are endeavoring to encompass Gavin Mc- 
Nab and the regular Democratic machine and effect their 
defeat. 


The entertaining spectacle of the two Sullivans, 


Judge ^erry and Matt I., doing politics in partnership 
with Buckley, whom they at one time organized a move- 
ment to drive out of the Democratic party, is presented in 
this canvass. The bolters' convention was run by the 
followers of the Sullivans and that bunch of resurrected 
statesmen once facetiously called "Buck's business men," 
but later designated as "Buck's Bums." The one-time 
opposing leaders of the Democracy united in the common 
cause of purifying the municipal government. That both 
elements should know how to accomplish this purpose 
there can be no question.

Among those who may be classified with the recently 


arisen politically is that faithful ally of Buckley, Tommy 
Glynn, who represented the one-time boss as Recorder. 
Glynn has been given the nomination of the Democratic 
rump for County Clerk.

The direct primary law is not working in the most 


satisfactory manner in its application to political condi- 


tions in this city. Whereas the intent of the law, or 
rather, of the woosy promoters of the measure, to elim- 
inate the convention from the game, it has made that 
feature of even greater importance than before 
Former- 


ly the political parties held primaries to secure control of 
the nominating convention. Now the sideshows are all 
holding conventions for the purpose of gaining control of 
the primaries. It is to be said to the credit ot the regu- 
lar political organizations, which are generally subject 
to much possibly deserved criticism, that in this campaign 
they, both Republicans and Democrats, have refrained 
from* holding anything that might be termed a conven- 
tion, but will leave the selection of candidates to the peo- 
ple at the primary election. 


There is a movci lent among leading bu- iness and 


professional men to form a committee which w ,1! act as a 
sort of advisory board or steering committee for the Re- 
publicans. This committee will probably be rnnounced 
early this week. Should it,make recommendations there 
is no doubt but the organization will indorse 'hem, and 
in this way united am' harmonious part}- actic n may be 
secured at the primary polls, notwithstanding 'he efforts 
of a band of irresponsible kickers to cause di?- -nsion. 


It is expected that even the poor old Call v> H endorse 


this movement in favor of a sound and sane municipal 
administration. John I), and Adolph B. Sp-.'ekels are 
reported to.be in favor of it, and it is said that they will 
also contribute their individual effort to its success. The 
Call may indeed be said to be passing through that crit- 
ical period of life that may be termed "change of coat." 
That the old lady v, ill survive is probable, bu' that she 
will be as strong as before is doubtful. It is to be hoped 
that the ancient dame nf journalism will evince a calmer 
and more coherent state of mind and less disposition to 
make immodest, not to say positively indecert, exhibi- 
tions in her senile gambols. 


The regular Democratic machine i= pursui ig a Fab- 


ian policy. Gavin McNab has learned to await i]is oppor- 
tunity, and that the system has its merits is evinced by 
the fact that for years j ast he has secured a lar^e part of 
the good tilings in the city government for tl>e Demo- 
cratic party, notwithstanding that machine represents 
less than 25 per cent of the registered vote of r-an Fran- 
cisco.

That provision of 'he direct primary law -\hich re- 


quires electors to make affidavit, in signing petitions or 
nomination papers for candidates, is being earned into 
effect in a most farcical manner in this city. Few of the 
hundreds of verification deputies who have been appoint- 
ed ever administer the oath to the signers, and further, 
the papers are not even filled out before the signatures 
are affixed. The elector, when approached, simply signs 
his name to the blank ;md the paper is filled in and at- 
tested by the verification deputy at a subsequent time.

Should a contest be 'irought as to the legality of these 


nomination prfpers or petitions, probably nine-tenths of 
them would have to be thrown out in that they are not 
affidavits, as they were not properly prepared or authen- 
ticated as the law contemplates.

Sig Simon has held the office of cashier in the Sher- 


iff's office so long that he has come to be regarded as a 
fixed municipal institution. Simon has occupied this cash- 
ier's.job administration after administration for the past 
thirty years. This tenure is not the result of .-iccident, 
but of a system which Simon has worked with marked 
success. This syjstem requires that Simon retire from his 
desk and go into seclusion immediately upon a new 
Sheriff, who has not placed him on the payroll, taking 
charge. Simon has developed a process for the conduct 
-of the work of his department that is exceedingly diffi- 
cult for a new man to understand. The new Sheriff finds 
his business badly tangled and sends for Simon to come 
and straighten it out. Sig does not respond and treats 
the messenger with hauteur of his own peculiar brand. 


Matters in the cashier's office go from^bad to -wtorse, 


and finally the new Sheriff proceeds in person to visit the 
proud Simon. The Sheriff probably undertakes the trip 
in a 60-horse-power flyer, for a machine of less potential- 
ity would be scorned by the political cashier. The Sheriff 
probably will be required to go on his knees to the job- 
hoiaing autocrat, and the interview usually concludes 
with Simon being given his place back for two years, 
and with an understanding that he is to be the whole 
works and to brook no interference, even from the Sheriff 
himself. 


The only excuse I have ever found for the keeping of 


Simon in the cashier's position is his reputation which 
may or may not be based on fact, that he can g<-t more 
; 


money for the Sheriff through his skill in exacting fees

from litigants than any person previously tried in that

specialty. 


Under some Sheriffs as many as two men, besides 


Simon, have been placed at the counter to facilitate the 
jusiness the office has whh the public. But Simon is not 
sartial to assistants and would prefer to run the whole 
susiness himself. The assistants might get on to his spe- 
cial system and thereby reduce its value as a job-holding 
asset. 


Under Sheriff Dolan the unique Simon has bet n run- 


ling the cashier's office without assistance, and tl e pub- 
ic has been forced to await" his pleasure. There i? much 
grumbling among the lawyers at the long wait; they 
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ha\e to make for the amiable Simon to come their way. 
They say that they can go to Alameda and transact busi- 
ness with the Sheriff's office of that county and return 
to San Francisco in less time than it now takes to com- 
plete a business transaction with the Sheriff's office in 
this city. Further, the lawyers complain that they have 
to go to the Sheriff's office in person, instead of sending 
a clerk, for the most trivial piece of business, for if they 
do not the astute Simon is liable to raise some technical 
objection and the persons it is sought to attach may, be- 
cause of the delay, get information of that proceeding 
before the service is made and remove the property it is 
proposed to lev}' on. 


Simon has announced his candidacy for Sheriff in this 


campaign, but the great majority of the lawyers doing 
business with his office will not be enthusiastic sunport- 
crs of his aspirations.

Dining the past week the minority of the Republican 


County Committee, which in the last campaign did its 
utmost to turn the Republican organization over to the 
Lincoln-Ronsc\elt Lcngue. but did not succeed, has again

The taking r>\ ci by Rudolph and Cl.Uis \ Sprcckels 


of the gas and electric plant formerly owned by the late 
Claus Spreckcls has caused comment in business and 


political circles. The plant is situated on Jessie street, 
nearly back of the Spreckels building at Third and Market 
streets. It has furnished light and power for some of 
the Spreckels properties and others in the vicinity. 
The 


plant can supply 2,000 horse-power, and is capitalized 
for $1,000,000. 


Among the early proceedings taken by the trustees 


of Claus Spreckels' estate was to secure an or^ler from 
Judge Coffey to enable them to sell and otherwise dis- 
pose of certain properties included in the estate. They 
accordingly transferred to themselves the light and power 
plant, presumably giving the estate stock in lieu thereof. 
This course enables Rudolph and Augustus to develop 
the light and power plant' and enter into contracts and 
agreements without reporting them to the court, as they 
would have been obliged to do had the gas and power 
plant been retained in the estate. 


It is thought among the financiers that Rudolph and 


Gus purpose to give the public the benefit of another 
scheme similar tothat which Spreckels & Co. once fur- 
nished in the Independent Gas and Electric Company, 
and which they afterward sold out at a reported profit of 
$4.000000, interest on which clean-up thalight and power 
consumers have since been obliged to pay.

The present campaign has developed the unique in 


modern politics. It is none other than a political boss 
attending a nominating con\ention attended by a squad 
of gun-fighters, detectives and stool pigeons to contrib- 
ute to the intimidation of the assembly. This unparal- 
leled demonstration occurred at the two sessions of the 
Municipal League nominating contention held last week. 
Rudolph Spreckels and William J. Burns appeared on 
the floor of the convention accompanied by a motlev crew 
of their retainers, most of whom were employes of Dis- 
trict Attorney Langdon and who receive their salaries 
from the city treasury. Among these were McCarthy, the 
gunman and professional bodyguard; Oliver, both stool 
pigeon and linnet in Burns' aviary : Korngold, the double- 
cross spy; Wilbur, another of the members of the double 
craft, and several others more or less known to dubious 
fame and all of vhom are maintained at the cost of the 
taxpayers. 


The effect of the transfer of this galaxy of gumshoe 


men from Judge Lawlor's court room to Lyric Hall, 
where the convention was held, raised a doubt in the 
minds of some whether the real nominating convention 
was in Carpenter's 'Hall, where Judge Lawlor presides, 
or in the hall on Larkin street, a few blocks distant, of 
which latter assembly Edv. in T. McMurray is the boss 
and Rolla V. "Watt the presiding officer. To add to this 
confusion Francis J. Heney is a candidate for District 
Attorney before the Lyric Hall meeting, and there are 
those, and they are not stran'gers in the town, either, who 
might readily mistake the Carpenters' Hall assembly as 
one also for the promotion of the candidacy of Mr. Heney. 


This unmatched exhibition of reform politics did 


not have the desired effect upon all the members of the 
Municipal League convention. 
One delegate who had 


been induced to participate on the representation that 
the convention had for its purpose the rehabilitation of 
the municipal government* and not the promotion of pri- 
vate interests, left in disgust after viewing the parade of 
bosses and gumshoe men. Reaching his home he stood 
in front of a mirror and, raisng his right hand, made sol- : 
emn affirmation, "never again." He and several other 
delegates did not attend the second session of the con- 
vention nor will they be present at any of the subsequent 
meetings.

Against Fire. 


Oakland will soon be equipped with the best fire pro- 


tection system of any city on the continent. At all events, 
no other city on the Pacific Coast -will be in as good a. 
condition to fight any kind of a fire which may be started 
' or which under any ordinary conditions may be possible 
A general conflagration will be, in fact, practically im 
possible. 


The regular fire engine department is being raised to 


a high state of perfection. 
Four new large and com- 


modious modern engine houses arc being built. Three 
of them are earthquake and fire proof. Each one will be 
equipped with every known device used to facilitate ex- 
pedition to respond to a fire alarm and with the most 
modern appliances for fighting fire. 


But the most important feature in the development oi 


this fire protection system is the salt water plant which is 
now in course of installation to cover the business quar- 
ters as they are now laid out and which may be extended 
at a, minimum of cost as they may hereafter be expanded 


) The rapidity with which this expansion is taking place in- 


dicates that these extensions of the salt water plant will 
soon be needed. The comforting feature about this 
branch of Oakland's fire protection plant is that it is being 
constructed on a plan which will guarantee under the 
pressure which can be exerted to cover the tallest build- 
ing so far erected or likely to be hereafter built in the 
city by drawing the water supply directly from the mains 
without the aid of auxiliary power. Indeed, it is expected 
that the streams drawn directly from the salt water mains 
will have something like three times the capacity of the 
most powerful fire engine in service. 


To the average business man the existence of such a 


perfect fire protection system is full of significance. lie 
will repose with the fullest confidence that his property is 
as carefully protected against the ravages of fire as human 
ingenuity and agencies can provide for such a purpose. 
Besides, his rate of insurance on his property against 
damage by fire will be reduced to a minimum, and that 
is a consideration of the greatest importance to him, for 
a high insurance cuts a big figure in his profits. 


Southern County Boulevards. 


Indirectly the passage of an act by the State Legis- 


lature and which was approved March 19, 1907, for the 
practical boulevarding of county roads, providing for the 
appointment of county highway commissions to plan and 
have charge of such work and improvements and the 
means whereby funds could be obtained for the purpose 
by the issue of county bonds, grew out of the Scenic Foot- 
hill boulevard which the Alameda county Supervisors were 
at the time engaged in constructing and which has since 
been completed from Oakland to Hayward. 
Under the 


act Los Angeles county has devised a plan of improved 
county roads and this is now supplemented by the report 
of a highway commission appointed by the Supervisors of 
San Diego county for a similar purpose. 


The commission appointed expert engineers and en- 


listed for them the co-operation of a Federal engineer 
named by L. W. Page, the director of public roads asso- 
ciated with the United States Department of Agriculture. 


San Diego county's public highways cover a mileage 


of about 5000 miles. Of these 680 miles were surveyed by 
the parties in the field. Six hundred miles of county 
roads were duly mapped and estimates made on their 
improvement, and from these the commission has m- 
cluded 448.S miles in its proposed plan of boulevard im- 
provement. The total estimated cost is placed at $1,250,- 
000. 
The map submitted by the commission with its re- 


port shows that the plan of road improvement embraces 
more than one-half of the county and every important 
town and settlement therein. In fact, the desert area 
alone is excluded from the plan. 


The commission has laid out the system, also, so as 


to dovetail it into the road systems of Orange, Riverside 
ind Los Angeles counties. It urgently recommends the 
idoption of the report by the board and that an election 
,)c called at as early a date as convenient to authorize the 
ncurrcnce of the necessary bonded indebtedness to carry 
out the work. The report is meeting with such favor that 
t seems practically certain the scheme of road improve- 
ment will be approved by popular vote when it is sub- 
mitted to the people.

Hawaii's Degradation of Labor. 


There is no escaping from the conviction that labor 


in the sugar plantations of Hawaii Territory has reached 
the lower depths of degradation, when field hands are 
receding only 69 cents per day, or $17.94 per month of 
twenty-six days, as compensation for their services un- 
der exposure to the tropical rays of the sun. But this is 
the fact which is revealed as the basis of the strike among 
the Japanese cane field laborers, for whose introduction 
to the islands the planters are themselves solely re- 
sponsible. 
The Japanese have struck for an advance to 


SI per day. In the hardest times that the Pacific Coast 
States and Territories ever witnessed wages were not re- 
duced so low except as a measure of charity to relieve 
the immediate distress of the unskilled laborer and enable 
him to tide over the period of financial depression, and it 
is profoundly hoped that California will never again -uit- 
ness a repetition of the conditions which made it neces- 
sary then to lower the scale to save the laboring class 
from starvation.

Oakland's Unique Park System 


Oakland possesses a system of parks which is unique. 


We cannot recall a city in the United States where a 
similar'park system exists. The system comprises about 
350 acres, with the Lake Mcrritt water park forming the 
center. 
This magnificent sheet of water is located in 


the center of the populous part of the city and the park 
lands radiate from it in all directions, like the spokes 
from the hub of a wheel. 


In other cities the public parks are chiefly if no 


wholly located on the outskirts of the city proper. 
I 


many cases they are so remote from the more densel 
populated districts that the major part of the inhabitant 
are subject to inconvenience and expense to reach them 
In such cases the greater number of people derive onl 
the partial use and enjoyment of their public parks. Oak 
land's parks are so located that they are accessible to th 
great body of the citizenship on equal terms. And th 
Board of Public Works is so developing them that th 
chain of park lands will be joined together by well-con 
structed boulevards so that they can all be reached wit! 
ease from any quarter of the city. When Oakland's pub 
lie park system is completed it will constitute the mos 


in the hands of large corporations and individual planters I intelligent, harmonious and ornamental plan of parking 
that have grown immensely wealthy on cheap and de- 
graded contract labor, removed only one degree from a 
state of servitude. The islands produce for export from 
300,000 to 400,000 tons of cane sugar, aggregating in -value 
from $12,000,000 to $16,000,000 per annum. Under the 
cheap contract labor system which is tolerated in the 
Territory the major part of this enormous revenue from 
the cane-producing lands is divided among a few indi- 
vidual planters and the stockholders of sugar-producing 
corporations. The field laborers and sugar mill hands get 
but a small proportion and a meaner living: out of it. The 
disparity betwe.cn his own pittance and thp enormous 
profits of his employers dawns in time on the laborer's in- 
telligence, and then comes a season of discontent and a 
demand for a more equitable division. This is always fol- 
lowed by the importation of a new class of servile con- 
tract laborers to displace the discontented and leave them 
to shift for themselves. The islands have repeatedly gone 
through this experience. The history of degraded labor is 
being repeated now. 


The Hawaiian group is now under American sov- 


ereignty, but the Territory seems to be exempt from the 
operation of the contract labor laws of the mainland ter- 
ritory of the United States. If it is not, the violation of 
these laws is being tolerated. If these laws apply they 
should be enforced. It is the only real remedy to labor 
troubles in the Territory and it ought to be applied even 
though it should be necessary to devote its immensely 
productive soil to other uses than sugar grooving in which 
a higher type of human labor can be employed.
